The Cowardice of Religious Hooligans. 


Professional religious’ hooligans amongst “Sikhs” who have no 
qualms about physically assaulting, injuring, maiming or attempting 
to murder those they disagree with justify their criminal acts by 
claiming that they are protecting the dignity of our Gurus in particular 
and the religion in general. The uncultured language they use — Sodha 
Launna remedy through violence - is indicative of their uncivilized 
justification. 

Lower tier hooligans who specialize in causing a ruckus at 
Gurdwara diwans, removing turbans of other Sikhs, and stopping 
reformist parcharaks justify their hooliganism by claiming they are 
safeguarding the sanctity of our Gurdwaras. 

The common and underlying claim that both groups of 
hooligans make — loud and clear — is that they have the courage, 
valour and mettle to stand up for the Gurus and religion. That they 
are brave, valiant, and heroic enough to sacrifice their personal self 
to apply corrective violence — Sodha Launna — on others. 

The “courage, valour and heroism” of these religious thugs 
was in full display one December night in 2020, when a group of 
hoodlums carried out a murderous attack on Radio Virsa host and 
Sikh reformist Harnek Singh of New Zealand. These murderous thugs 
delivered 24 stabs into the body of a helpless man held back by his 
seat belt. They left him for dead because that was their intent. 


THE MURDEROUS ATTACK. 

The incident is described by Craig Kapitan in his report in the New 

Zealand Herald as follows: 
A controversial Auckland radio host with a global following 
that included over half a million YouTube subscribers didn’t 
yet know it as he drove home from his studio on the night of 
Dec 23, 2020, but some of his on-air remarks had recently 
resulted in a death sentence being ordered for him. 
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Also unbeknownst to him, a half-dozen would-be 
executioners were tailing him while packed into three 
vehicles, ready to carry out the violent order that had been 
handed down by a New Zealana-based critic. 

That was the alleged scenario painted by 
prosecutors today as the trial began for four men accused 
of attempted murder and a fifth man accused of being an 
accessory to murder after the fact. Crown prosecutor Luke 
Radich told jurors today during his opening address that 
“having inflicted these injuries, his attackers quite literally 
left him for dead. 

Prosecutors have named eight alleged 
conspirators altogether, although three of them have

It 
took some effort for them to do so, but they managed it. 
And once they had, they began stabbing him with knives. 

He suffered head wounds “right down to the skull” and 
“extensive wounds” to his neck and upper body, authorities 
allege. He also suffered a fractured skull, a broken arm, a cut to 
his ear that almost severed it and cuts to one of his arms so bad 
that two arteries were completely severed - likely leading to his 
death by blood loss had an officer not turned up quickly and 
applied a tourniquet, the Crown said. 

You could say that he was stabbed within an inch of his 
life but, ina very real sense, it was probably even less than that,” 
Radich told jurors. “The Crown case is that this attack was at a 
level of viciousness that there can be no conclusion other than 
that the attackers intended to kill. 


THE HEROISM OF RELIGIOUS HOOLIGANISM 

The “courage and heroism” of these murderous thugs was 
celebrated across the (un)Sikh world of hooligans who posted 
posters of “antim ardas” of Harnek Singh, expressed satisfaction 
that an “enemy of the Gurus and Sikhi” had been dealt with or 
otherwise eliminated. They proposed a fund drive for their 
thugs-in-arms in case they got caught and had to face the law. It 
was as if they had a premonition that the murderous thugs had

cut themselves, dropped a knife in Harnek’s car and left plenty of Herald’ 


DNA there as well — and thus needed the fund drive to be saved. 


This despite the fact that the mastermind baba had assured the murderous thugs that he would make all the 
weapons and evidence “disappear” with his miraculous powers. Nevertheless, the feeder groups of such 
hooliganism — the derawadi baba outfits expressed joy at the incident and offered it as a warning to others. 
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Given that the hooligans and their supporting outfits had trumpeted their “courage, valour and heroism” 
to stand up for what is right, one would have expected the murderous thugs and their mastermind derawadi thug 
to walk into a police station and declare that they had done the act, and were prepared to face whatever 
punishment the law had to mete out to them. Now this would be real “courage and heroism” — even if in the 
perverted sense. 


COWARDICE ON FULL DISPLAY. 

But what we saw on the first day of the trial of 8 thugs in their attempted murder trial was unmitigated cowardice. 
All 8 came together in the ugliest display of limitless cowardice whereby each went on a full blown rampage to 
blame the other for “instigating, prompting, and activating the other. 

The ultimate prize for cowardice must go to the 
alleged mastermind derawadi baba who has asked for the 
court to not release his name and photo. One is thus at 
liberty to call him baba humpty dumpty. 

Craig Kapitan reports in the New Zealand Herald as 
follows. 

Prosecutors allege that the attack was orchestrated 
by a man with name suppression currently on trial for 
attempted murder.

WHEN 8 CRIMINAL THUGS START TO BLAME EACH OTHER. 
One of those who pleaded guilty is expected to testify against his former co-defendants as the trial plays out over 
the month in the High Court at Auckland. Craig Kapitan provides a glimpse of this “blame the other defendant” 
tactic in his New Zealand Herald report. 
During cross-examination of Avtar Singh and another witness today, lawyer Dale Dufty, who represents 
the man with name suppression, suggested his client had no connection at all to either alleged attack plan. 
“[He] didn’t tell you to buy the axe, did he?” Dufty asked. 
“In actions, kinda,” the witness replied. “Directly, no. But indirectly, yep.” 
Dufty responded: “Are you saying you were somehow manipulated into buying the axe and using it?” 
The witness’ voice raised as he repeated that he had been young and stupid, and that he had been taken 
under the wing of a man who was “hinting on a constant basis that something needed to be done, [the 
radio host] needed to be dealt with”. A direct order wasn’t necessary, he said, comparing the man to a 
mafioso in his ability to make things happen without saying it directly. Dufty rubbished the description as 
“a bunch of nonsense”. 
Eventually, the witness said, their relationship broke down after he realised the defendant wasn’t a healthy 
influence. 
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“He’s a thug,” the man surmised. 

The defence lawyer also butted heads today with another witness who said the man with name 
suppression explicitly tried to recruit him to attack the radio host a week before the 2020 incident. 

“He wants me to kill him,” Baljinder Singh, 42, said of an alleged meeting with the defendant in a parked 
car a week before Harnek Singh’s near-death experience. “I say, ‘No, I’m not doing it.’” 

“[He] said Harnek had been talking a lot of shit on the radio ... which is not acceptable,” the witness 
previously told police. “[He said], “We want to do something about it and sort it out. Can you help us?’

WHEN THUGS PRESENT THEMSELVES AS VICTIMS 
What the accused persons want the judge, jury and the world to believe is that they were really victims of Harnek 
Singh’s ideas, views and talks on his radio show. Craig Kapitan quotes the lawyer of the alleged mastermind tell 
the jury as follows: 
“Harnek Singh was an agitator, professional provocateur,” Dufty said as he gave jurors an abbreviated 
lesson about the India-based Sikh religion and its diaspora in New Zealand. “We sometimes call that 
clickbait.” 

“THe — the alleged mastermind] said Harnek had been talking a lot of shit on the radio ... which is 
not acceptable,” the witness (accused person Baljinder Singh) previously told police. “[He said], ‘We want 
to do something about it and sort it out. Can you help us?’ 

“| took from what he said that he wanted me to help kill him. He didn’t use those words but | 
believe this is what he meant.” 

In essence, what these accused persons are making is a forked argument: we did not attempt to murder 
Harnek Singh, but if we did, it was because we were victims of his “agitation and professional provocation.” 


USING THE DEFENCE OF PROVOCATION 

It’s funny how people who claim they have the courage, valour and mettle to stand up for the Gurus and religion 
and are protecting the dignity of our Gurus and the religion and have what it takes to Sodha Launna suddenly 
turn around to spin a different tale when held accountable. And that what really happened was that they were 
“provoked into getting into 3 cars and go attack and deliver 24 wounds to a helpless and defenceless man, leaving 
him for dead.” 

It’s hilarious how hooligans who claim they are safeguarding the sanctity of our Gurdwaras become totally 
consumed in wanting to save their own skin when faced with accountability in a court of law. It would make sense 
if a husband caught his wife with another person in his own bedroom and instantly drew is gun to shoot that man 
and or his wife dead. The defence of provocation would make some sense in such a circumstance. But to claim 
that someone’s views provoked them to carry out a murderous attack can only work when the target audience is 
a dera crowd and the influencer is baba humpty dumpty. 

One gets the feeling that this “we were provoked by his opinions aired on radio” is less of a defence and 
more of a mitigating plea for a lesser sentence down the line — in the hope that the judge and jury would take pity 
on these “courageous and brave souls who were out to protect the sanctity of our Gurus and religion.” 


MISREPRESENTING SIKHI 

It appears that the accused mastermind is finding it hard to find what Harnek Singh actually may have said to 
“provoke them into wanting to murder him.” Going by the opening statements of defence counsel, comments by 
Harnek Singh against the agitation by Punjab’s farmers to protest the newly introduced farm bills were presented 
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as incidents of provocation. Even the accused mastermind seemed to understand that this was the lamest of a 
provocation one could think of. So an attempt was made to link the farmers protest to the religion of Sikhism. 

Craig Kapitan quotes the lawyer of the alleged mastermind tell the jury as follows: 

In recent years, he said, Harnek Singh had courted controversy with negative comments about orthodox 

members of the religion. His critics grew in 2020 when the radio host commented on a series of 

controversial laws that had been recently passed by the Indian parliament in which subsidies were ended 
for Punjab farmers. 

Harnek Singh condemned the actions of the “Sikh farmers and those who were protesting”, Dufty 

explained. “Obviously, that wasn’t well-liked by Sikh people.” The resulting attack, Dufty said, was “carried 

out by angry young men who had a bone to pick.” 

The alleged mastermind’s lawyer Dufty gave jurors an abbreviated lesson about the Sikh religion and its 
diaspora in New Zealand. Dufty described the religion as one that was started in the largely agricultural Punjab 
region of India, and as one that emphasises equality and welfare for all. 

The attempt was to link criticism against the farmer’s protest to the Sikh religion. What the mastermind 
wants the judge, jury and the world to believe is that because Harnek Singh spoke his mind to criticize the farmer’s 
agitation, he was actually criticising our Gurus and the Sikh religion. And that is because Sikhism was “started in 
the largely agricultural Punjab region of India.” 

This argument is faulty on four grounds. First, the Farmers Agitation was not a Sikh incident, it was a 
farmers’ incident that involved Hindu farmers, Muslim farmers, Christian farmers, and Sikh farmers. The 
organizers of the protest took great pains to keep religious leaders out of their movement. How is it then, that 
only Sikhs were offended by Harnek Singh’s criticism of the event? Is the suggestion here that Sikhs are somewhat 
more emotionally influenced than others? Second, the whole of India, and probably the whole world was 
agricultural in the 15" century when Guru Nanak was born. So why is this mundane fact being highlighted if not 
merely to make a false connection between the Farmers Agitation and the Sikh Gurus? Hence, to imply that there 
is a connection between the Sikh religion and the Farmers Agitation because the Sikh religion was “started in the 
largely agricultural Punjab region of India” is problematic. Third, none of the ten Sikh Gurus were Jats (landowner 
farmers) — they were all Khatris. Fourth, the connotation that the Sikh principle of “welfare for all” was about 
agriculture - planting crops to feed the masses - is as ludicrous as it is limiting. So the suggestion that criticizing 
the Farmers Agitation somehow amounted to a disparagement of our Gurus does not hold water. 

The people who claim they have the courage, valour and mettle to stand up for the Gurus and religion 
and are protecting the dignity of our Gurus and the religion are having a difficult time twisting and turning the 
facts about our Gurus and Sikhism just to save their skin. 


THE PLAN WAS IN THE WORKS SINCE 2015. 


Craig Kapitan writes in his New Zealand Herald report. 
In 2015, as controversial Auckland radio host Harnek Singh was set to debate a visiting American Sikhism 
scholar at a local temple, young bodybuilder Avtar Singh went to Bunnings Warehouse and bought an axe. 
“I’m not proud of that moment,” the now 30-year-old (accused) testified today, explaining that he had 
been “brainwashed” by an older, charismatic man who had taken him under his wing and convinced him 
the radio host needed to be “shut down”.

“To tell you the truth, [that axe] was 
either to hurt Harnek or someone who 
was around him at that time,” he 
sheepishly acknowledged to jurors in 
the High Court at Auckland, explaining 
that the immature, half-baked plan 
was quickly thwarted after a friend 
noticed the weapon in his pants and 
told him to leave it in the car. 

About five years later, on a night in 
December 2020, the radio host 
became the victin of a more 
successful attack by a group of 
strangers who rammed his Ute near 
his Wattle Downs home and stabbed 


him dozens of times - fracturing his skull and nearly causing him to bleed 


to death.” 


THERE WAS MORE TO THE PLAN OF MURDER. 
On the first day of the trial, prosecutor Radich pointed to Telco data 
retrieved by police which is alleged to show defendant Jobanpreet Singh 
texting a woman on the morning after the attack. Craig Kapitan writes: 
“He (Harnek Singh) got stabbed with knives all across his neck. 
We never thought that he will still be safe,” Jobanpreet Singh is alleged 
to have written, according to a translation of one of the messages. He 
went on to express doubt the radio host would ultimately survive and 
revealed a plan to burn down his house during his funeral, prosecutors 


While the murdered victim was to have been cremated, and his family, relatives and friends attend the 
funeral, these people with the “courage, valour and mettle to stand up for the Gurus and religion and protecting 
the dignity of our Gurus and the religion” had criminal plans to go to their victim’s house to burn it down. 

Had this plan to burn down the victim’s house come to fruition, one can only wonder as to how the 
“courage and heroism” of these murderous thugs “to protect the sanctity of our Guru and Sikhism” would have 
been celebrated across the (un-Sikh) world of hooligans. And as to what sort of claims and warnings would have 
flooded the social media accounts of the derawadi outfits that act as feeder groups of such hooliganism. One can 


only wonder.

Article 25: Why Blame Others?

| have noticed that every time elections take place in Punjab, the ruling Akali 
Dal party ratchets up its talk about demanding a change to Article 25 of the 
Constitution of India. A lot of song and dance is made about the immediate 


necessity of changing the text of this article to recognise the distinct identity of 
the Sikhs. However, once the elections are over and done with, the crescendo 
of noise on this subject very quickly fades away, only to be resuscitated when the next elections approach, either 
in the mandated time of five years or earlier if the rulers call for early elections. This ritual has been amusing me 
ever since the age of 18 or so which means that this parody of a defence of Sikh identity has been going on for 
over 45 years. 

To better quantify what | am writing about, | would like to present any readers of this piece with the full 
text of Article 25 of the Constitution of India, taken from the official Indian government website. Here it is: 

25 (1) Subject to public order, morality and health and to the other provisions of this Part, all persons are 
equally entitled to freedom of conscience and the right freely to express, practice and propagate religion. 

(2) Nothing in this article shall affect the operation of any existing law or prevent the State from making 
any law: — 

(a) regulating or restricting any economic, financial, political or other secular activity which may be 
associated with religious practice; 

(b) providing for social welfare and reform or the throwing open of Hindu religious institutions of a public 
character to all classes and sections of Hindus 

Explanation 1: the wearing and carrying of kirpans shall be deemed to be included in the profession of the 
Sikh religion. 

Explanation II: - In sub-clause (b) of clause (2), the reference to Hindus shall be construed as including a 
reference to persons professing the Sikh, Jain or Buddhist religion, and the reference to Hindu religious 
institutions shall be construed accordingly. 

It is not possible to estimate how many tonnes of ink have been put to paper discussing this issue of 
including Sikhs as Hindus in Explanation II of Article 25 of the Indian Constitution. Self-appointed guardians of Sikh 
identity, whose personal lives are in total contradiction to the principles laid down by our glorious Gurus, cry 
themselves hoarse about how they will fight to get this absurdity of Article 25 rectified if they are elected. Then 
they get elected and forget all about doing something about it till the next election comes along when the whole 
vaudeville starts again. 

Thinking about this issue has made me examine a more fundamental point. Do Sikhs of today have the 
moral right to claim that this Article 25 of the Constitution of India does not accurately reflect ground reality as 
mirrored by present day Sikh society? This leads me to examine the state of Sikh society today. Let us take up 
different aspects, one after the other. 
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Sikh society today is totally caste ridden, just like Hindu society. | constantly hear Sikhs proudly explaining 
to foreigners who ask about the differences between Hinduism and Sikhism that the Sikh religion does not 
recognise the division of society on the basis of caste. This makes me laugh. Apart from maybe a very small, 
enlightened minority, most Sikhs are prone to caste prejudices. The only difference is that while Hindu society has 
Brahmins, Kshatriyas, Vaishya’s, Shudras, Sikh society has Jatts, Khatris, Aroras, Mazhbi Sikhs and what have you. 
The nomenclature might be different; the prejudice is very much similar. 

Many Sikhs do not even use the name Singh or Kaur these days, using just a first name and their caste 
name as family name. They negate the gift of social equality handed down to us by our Tenth Master whose life 
of sacrifice for the Khalsa Panth should have elevated this gift of the names Singh and Kaur to unchallengeable 
status. Singh and Kaur are being abandoned in the name of so-called integration in to western or other countries. 
Such abandon displays a total lack of knowledge about our past and what these names represent. The Toms, Dicks 
and Harrys masquerading as Sikhs wear thick steel bangles while mouthing slogans of Khalistan in several cases, 
without having even a basic understanding of what Singh and Kaur have represented in history as cornerstones of 
a distinct Sikh identity by total rejection of the caste system, a major characteristic of the organisation of Hindu 
society. 

Not only do these hyphenated “Sikhs” not understand the reasoning behind our Tenth Master’s blessing 
us with Singh and Kaur as our family names, they also abandon the distinct physical identity which was conferred 
on us to make us stand out as members of the Khalsa, a revolutionary effort at empowerment of the down trodden 
sections of traditional Hindu society. The Tenth Master said, “Khalsa méro roop hai khaas; Khalsey mé haun karon 
niwaas”. Reading or even writing these words electrifies my being even at my present age. How many young or 
even not so young Sikhs today have a distinct outward identity distinguishing them from taken as Hindus? 

This fact was brought home to me last year in a stark manner in Geneva, where | work. Sikh human rights 
groups from the US, Canada and some other countries had organised a protest march in front of United Nations 
office, demanding redress of various grievances. Some Swiss journalist friends of mine went to cover this 
demonstration because they are interested in matters concerning Sikhs after knowing me personally. They were 
surprised to find that a large number of speakers, even the main spokesperson, did not even have the Sikh identity. 
They asked me to explain how people who did not even look like Sikhs, who do not have the gumption to follow 
the teachings of the Tenth Master, could represent Sikhs. | am not condemning anybody here, just narrating a 
surprise expressed by my Swiss journalist friends. The point being made is that fewer and fewer Sikhs have a 
physical appearance making them different from Hindus. 

Let us consider other aspects of modern-day Sikh society. The female infanticide ratio in Punjab, even 
amongst its Sikh population, is one of the highest in the country after states like Haryana and Rajasthan. | do not 
have the precise figures but several articles that | have read firmly place Punjab in the top five states in what 
concerns female infanticide. These statistics are very much similar to those of Hindu majority states in North India. 

Even outside India, Sikh households display a distinct bias in favour of male children, in total contradiction 
to what our Gurus tried to pull us away from. The birth of a male child is a cause of joyous festivities while the 
birth of a female child might not cast a pall of gloom but certainly does not lead to much celebration from what | 
have seen in practice. How are Sikhs different from others in this male child-oriented preference? 

A look at the matrimonial columns in any Indian or Indian diaspora-oriented newspaper, apart from being 
one of the finest examples of unintended humour, easily reveals the totally caste ridden character of Sikh society. 
Jutt girls are looking for Jutt boys, preferably clean shaven; Arora girls are looking for Arora boys, Khatri girls are 
looking for Khatri boys. Where are the teachings of Sikhi in all this? There is no difference at all in the matrimonial 
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advertisements between Sikh families and Hindu families. Both look for fair skinned partners from mostly the 
same caste groups. No girl or boy is ever dark in these. They might be “wheat complexioned” but never dark. If 
some extra-terrestrial were to read these matrimonial advertisements, he/she would think that no dark skinned 
people exist in any Indian or Indian origin communities! No distinction of any social sort can be discovered 
between Hindu and Sikh societies in what concerns every day crucial matters. 

Sikh society is as dowry ridden as Hindu society, if not worse. Some of the crassest and disgusting displays 
of bad taste and drunken boorish behavior that | have ever seen in my life have been at Sikh weddings. Such 
weddings have basically just been occasions to flaunt wealth and gadgets. Sikh Gurus’ teachings are injunctions 
to simple living, simplicity, humility. Sikh weddings these days are total contradictions of such values. A whole 
plethora of ceremonies have been added to prolong the displays of wealth and occasions to get drunk. Instead of 
Sikh weddings being a matter of a simple Anand Kaaraj early morning in a Gurdwara, Sikh society now has 
ceremonies like “roka”, exchange of rings, “aakhaa”, wedding reception and what have you. | don’t even 
remember the names of such numerous ceremonies, totally destroying the pristine simplicity of an early morning 
Anand Kaaraj with the sublime verses of the “lavan”. | fail to discern any difference in wedding invitation cards 
sent for Sikh or Hindu weddings. Some of them look like mini novellas, consisting of eight to ten pages in thick, 
red/crimson colour. Instead of the simplicity preached by our Gurus, the motto seems to be “If you have it, flaunt 
it”. 

Another point which we Sikhs keep pointing out as a difference to Hinduism is that Hindus indulge in idol 
worship while we do not. | do not buy this argument at all. We may not be worshipping idols in the form of stone 
statues, but | can show you innumerable examples of Sikh households where pictures of Sikh Gurus are practically 
worshipped. Sikhs bow in front of such pictures which are pure figments of the artists’ imagination. | have even 
seen Sikhs praying to such pictures for this or that boon. Is this not idol worship? Sikhs put earthen lamps in thaalis 
to do aarti in the evenings. For those who do not believe this, | can tell them to go to even one of our Takhts to 
see such a ceremony for themselves. We are excellent at declaiming how we are different from Hindus but in 
practice we are very poor at staying true to the quintessence of Sikhi. 

| know of so many Sikh families where the women keep fasts like Karva Chauth. They perform exactly the 
same ceremonies as Hindu women do on such occasions. | have no problem with people fasting for health reasons 
but fail to see the logic of doing this as a religious practice on specified dates when Gurbani clearly highlights the 
uselessness of such rituals for attaining salvation. We Sikhs have failed in a major way to free ourselves from the 
shackles prevalent in a caste and ritual ridden Hindu society which dates from a much longer period. Lakshmi 
Pooja at Diwali is prevalent in innumerable Sikh households. Sikh families go regularly on pilgrimages to Hindu 
shrines like Vaishno Devi, Mansa Devi and other places. They perform exactly the same rituals at these shrines like 
Hindus. Any visitor to these shrines can notice this fact. 

Our Tenth Master expressly forbade us from following any living Guru after his demise. He designated the 
Sri Guru Granth Sahib as our Guru for eternity. How do we reconcile this with the innumerable Sikh followers of 
Sants, Babas, Deras and charlatans in Punjab and outside Punjab? Such deras have mushroomed all over Punjab 
and other states in North India. Sikhs living abroad are prone to the same fallacy. They travel to India to specially 
visit such places to get the “mantra” from their living Guru, totally ignorant of the sublime universal message of 
the Guru Granth Sahib. Such credulous Sikhs, behaving just like credulous Hindus or others, allow such charlatans 
to maintain opulent lifestyles, preaching a mish mash of instant salvation formulae. As is stated in the Sri Guru 
Granth Sahib, the path of Sikhi is sharper than the edge of a sword, it is narrower than such an edge and this is 
the path we have to walk on. We cannot do so by going shopping in the present day super mall of instant salvation 
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promising charlatans. We are ignorant beings who are ignoring the jewel of a teaching which our eternal Guru 
provides us. 

We Sikhs have abandoned our traditional democratic decision making forums like the Sarbat Khalsa which 
had been a hallmark of our distinctive separate identity. These forums exist in name but are corrupted parodies 
of the participative democracy which was our strength in the dark days when ruling powers were trying to 
eliminate Sikhs in Punjab. How is Sikh society of today different from Hindu society in what concerns its decision 
making forums or procedures? How is the conduct of Sikh politicians any different from the conduct of Hindu or 
other politicians? Are Sikh politicians more honest, do they apply the principles of Sikhi to their daily lives? So why 
are we so bothered by Article 25 of the Indian Constitution when our society and our daily conduct show no 
distinction from others? 

| believe that if we Sikhs were to follow the teachings of our Gurus, rid our society of the evils which our 
Gurus tried to eliminate, only then would we have a proper justification for demanding recognition of our distinct 
identity under Article 25. Otherwise it is a weak demand based on bogus premises for purely electoral reasons. 

In conclusion, | am reminded of an axiom in English, “If it looks like a duck, walks like a duck and quacks 
like a duck, it must be a duck”. | modify it slightly to encapsulate what | believe to be an accurate description of 
present day Sikh society, “If it looks like a non-Sikh, acts like a non-Sikh and is named like a non-Sikh, it must be a 
non-Sikh”.

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Our Sikh Gurus; Historicity of their Images

Do artists’ sketch drawings and paintings of our Sikh Gurus allegedly done during their 
lifetimes really exist? If so, how real are they and has their authenticity been established 
and independently verified by art historians beyond any reasonable doubt? Sikh scholar, 
the late Dr. Trilochan Singh travelled throughout India and Pakistan in 1957-1959 to do 
research on the lives of Guru Nanak and Guru Tegh Bahadur and claimed to have 
discovered a painting of Guru Tegh Bahadur in 1958 and published this in his book Guru Tegh Bahadur: Prophet 
and Martyr (A biography).* The frontispiece of this book bears a replication of this painting. There are conflicting 
dates of Guru Nanak’s travels to Arab countries. However, sufficient evidence exists that he visited Baghdad and 
a painting of him was allegedly done by Persian miniaturist painter Kamal-uddin Behzad (c. 1455/60 — 1535) of 
Baghdad. 

Our Sikh Gurus could have easily commissioned paintings of themselves during their lifetimes, but they 
did not as this is contrary to the philosophy of the Sikh faith and goes against the very essence of Sikh teachings. 
Sikhism considers the worship of paintings and illustrations of our Sikh Gurus as ‘manmat’ (contrary to our Sikh 
faith). It begs the question of how is it possible to give a human form to God, especially to our Gurus who never 
once themselves claimed to be a God. Yet, we have counter-intuitively ended up creating such paintings as objects 
for deification. What is the power of such paintings? Of all the paintings of the Sikh Gurus, S. Sobha Singh’s 
paintings are the most well-known and likely to be found in Sikh homes, some /angar halls, and possibly even in 
the darbar sahib of some gurdwaras around the world. Sobha Singh’s work has tended to focus exclusively on the 
faces of our Gurus and in the mind’s eye, his paintings of Guru Nanak, Guru Arjan Dev, and Guru Gobind Singh 
today dominate the global Sikh community’s perception of these three Gurus.

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Concerned with the proliferation of varying images of Guru Nanak and the Sikh Gurus that came after him, 
the then SGPC Publications Secretary wrote to renown Sikh scholar Prof. Sahib Singh on 4 January 1951 to seek 
his views on their proposal for uniform representative images of the Sikh Gurus. These depictions were essentially 
at the whims of the various artists. He proffered that these artists be invited to take account of which features to 
consider in their depictions and to submit their visual representations for an SGPC panel to moderate on a uniform 
image of the Sikh Gurus. In his considered reply, Prof. Sahib Singh, while commending the SGPC for raising this 
important matter, expressed dismay at the SGPC’s willingness to even consider the acceptance of this imagery. 
He reproached that such consideration would be a retrogressive step in the Sikh faith and questioned how such 
images would be used in homes alongside other non-religious photos. Rather, he strongly advocated display and 
acceptance of the Guru’s shabad in homes, and drew particular attention to Bhai Gurdas Ji’s Vaar 24 pauri 11.”

The SGPC has not been consistent in its approach and deliberation on this important matter. Harinder 
Singh Sikka produced the Punjabi film Nanak Shah Fakir based on the life of Guru Nanak and it was first screened 
at the Cannes Film Festival in 2014. The SPGPC initially applauded the film for making the younger generation 
aware of Sikh history, and later changed its mind following objections from some quarters, declaring that the 
picturisation of Guru Nanak in human form is against Sikhi. The film was then modified in compliance with the 
demands of the SGPC and Guru Nanak’s character, originally played by actor Harish Khanna, was converted to 
animation. The film was subsequently released for screening in India on 13 April 2018. 

Not unlike the Sikh faith, many Muslims believe that the depiction of images of prophet Muhammad can 
give rise to idolatry, where an image rather than the divine being it symbolises, can become the object of worship 
and veneration. A 1976 epic film titled The Message and also known as Mohammad, Messenger of God attracted 
controversy, and a light bulb on the camera was used during the scenes of characters with prophet Muhammad 
to represent his immanence. Islamic tradition or Hadiths strictly prohibits images of Allah, Prophet Muhammad, 
and all other prophets of the Christian and Jewish traditions. Chapter 42, Verse 11 of the Koran signifies that “Allah 
is the originator of the heavens and the earth and there is nothing 
like a likeness of Him.” 3 It appears that Sunni and Shia Muslims 
differ on this issue because these two branches of Islam ascribe to 
different Hadith collections. Shia scholars have taken a more liberal 
view, suggesting that it is permissible to depict Muhammad on TV 
or movies if done with respect. 

In the Christian and Buddhist faiths, there are no known 
contemporary images of Jesus and Buddha from their lifetimes, and 
they were never once depicted in human form. As with Sobha 
Singh’s paintings of our Sikh Gurus, some of the best-known 
depictions of Jesus Christ today are from Leonardo da Vinci’s “Last 
Supper” to Michael Angelo’s “Last Judgment” in the Sistine Chapel. 
Of late, the portrayal of Jesus as a white European man has come 
under renewed scrutiny during this period of introspection over the 
legacy of racism in society.* 


The door of Gurdwara Sangat Tola, Dhaka 
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In his research, Dr. Trilochan Singh records that Guru Tegh Bahadur visited Eastern India sometime 
between 1666-1668 and stayed in Dhaka from December 1666 to May 1967. The sangat in Dhaka had a dharamsal 
specially built for Guru Tegh Bahadur’s stay. This building of than 350 years now lies abandoned in Dhaka, 
Bangladesh. 

It is alleged that just before leaving Dhaka, Guru Tegh Bahadur consented to a request by the mother of 
Bhai Bulaki Das (masand of the Sikh sangat in Dhaka at the time of Guru Tegh Bahadur’s visit) to have his portrait 
painted by Ahsan, the Royal Painter of Shashta Khan, the Governor of Bengal in 1668AD, so as to have a glimpse 
of the Guru’s divine personality. It has been reported that “the painter successfully painted every detail of Guru 
Tegh Bahadur’s body and dress on the canvas, 
but that he could not paint the face of the Guru for his portrait as the resplendence of the Guru’s face dazzled his 
eyes. Ultimately Guru Tegh Bahadur (himself) gave finishing touches to the self-portrait by preparing his face with 
the brush of the painter.” 5 This historical fact is said to have been recorded by Sarup Das Bhalla, a descendant 
of Guru Amar Das in Mehima Prekash (1773 AD) and Kavi Santokh Singh in his Suraj Prakash (1842 AD).6 Dr. 
Trilochan Singh “discovered” this painting in 1958 and published it in his book together with photographs of other 
relics of this period. He further noted that the original painting was handed over to the Victoria Memorial Museum 
in Calcutta (now Kolkata) and is said to have “been badly mauled” by the authorities and is now no longer on 
display.

comparison to the likeness in the eyes, turban, and postures 
of Guru Tegh Bahadur and his son (image reproduced below).7 

Some controversy exists regarding the number of 
udasis undertaken by Guru Nanak during his lifetime and 
before settling in Kartarpur in 1522. Guru Nanak was in 
Baghdad from November 1519 to January 1520. It is claimed 
that Kamal-uddin Behzad made a painting of Guru Nanak 
when he was returning from Haz on his way accompanying 
Jiwan Qazi of Uch (in Multan Division), and that this painting 
was brought to Multan in 1521.The present whereabouts of 
this painting, if indeed it does really exist, remains a mystery. 
Kamal-uddin Behzad also known as Kamal al-din Bihzad or Source: https://www.sikhnet.com/news/historicity- 
Kamaleddin Behzad (c.1455/60-1535) was a_ miniaturist guru-tegh- bahadurs-painting 
Persian painter and head of the royal ateliers during the late 
Timurid and early Safavid Persian periods, and he used paint, 
ink, and gold for his illuminations. Five miniatures he contributed to a manuscript of Sa‘di’s Bustan, copied in 1488 
are now preserved in the Egyptian National Library at Cairo. Strangely enough, the painting of Guru Nanak does 
not bear mention in a listing of his 37 artworks. This really begs the question if he indeed did do a painting of Guru 
Nanak. 


Sikhism is the world's fifth largest and youngest 
religion and probably has the greatest number of existing 
artefacts associated with our Sikh Gurus, and clearly, man- 
made paintings of our Sikh Gurus does not count among them. 
Carbon-14 scientific dating can be used for dating organic 
materials such as canvas, wood, and paper with an 80 years 
range of accuracy. ® It would be interesting to see if the ‘badly 
mauled’ alleged painting of Guru Tegh Bahadur currently held 
at the Victoria Memorial Museum in Calcutta stands this test 
of authenticity as does the alleged painting of his 10 years old 
son Gobind Singh currently held in Bhai Anurag Singh’s 
personal collection. 

None of our Sikh Gurus claimed to be Gods or descended from 
God. It is unlikely that any of them would have commissioned 
or agreed to have paintings made of themselves. Such 
purported paintings or images that have appeared on the 
Internet have not really authoritatively been verified as 
genuine. Information about paintings and images of our Gurus 
has surfaced on many blogs, and on the Internet, and has not

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or historians, let alone tested by scientific dating. 
There is no quality assurance when it comes to posting 
information on the Internet and anyone can post 
anything these days. 

Finding it difficult to fasten their thoughts on 
the invisible, intangible beings, men, at the beginning 
probably sought to aid their worship by selecting some 
object (or painting) to represent the being 
worshipped. This object was not to be in and for itself, 
but simply as an aid to devotion, representing the 
being worshipped. ° Grewal (2009) asserted that “the 
mortal mind cannot comprehend the immanence and 
transcendence of the nameless, formless, infinite, 
unfathomable, and incomprehensive version of Akal 
Purkh. ?° The final word on this subject must surely 
belong to eminent Sikh scholar Prof. Sahib Singh for 
advocating the acceptance and display of the Guru’s 
shabad in our homes in preference to unverified 
depicted images of our Sikh Gurus. 

With the vast resources at its command, it 
behoves the SGPC as the peak body on Sikhi matters to 
thoroughly investigate the purported existence and 
authenticity of the images of our Sikh Gurus and finally 
and firmly put this matter at rest. 
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FOUND ON THE INTERNET 


The following comment was found on the social media in 
relation to a discussion pertaining to the photos of our 
Gurus.

The notion in Para 1 that a fake photograph “helps Sikhism reach more 
people” is a fake argument. At most, a fraudulent photo promotes a fake version of 
Sikhi. This is proven when we see what Sikhs do to the fake photos of Guru Nanak — 
bow to it, offer garlands, light lamps, burn incense, stand with folded hands before it 
and request for all sorts of things. None of these are elements consititute of “Sikhsim reaching more people.” 
None of them are elements of Sikhi in the first place. 

The argument in Para 2 that “These (fake) images have helped to spread awareness of Sikhism around the 
world,” is equally faulty. The correct argument is that these fake images have spread a defective, false, and fake 
awareness of Sikhi around the world. 

The notion in Para 3 that a fake photo of Guru Nanak “can also help to build understanding and tolerance 
between different cultures” is no more than mumbo jumbo. What understanding can a fake picture build? Making 
a photo in which Guru Nanak is portrayed as a Hindu, sadhu or yogi mystic — complete with a mala on his head, a 
yogi karmandal on his left, flowers and fruits at his feet, and a non-existant Bala waving a fly whisker over his head 
does not “build tolerance between cultures.” It falsely potrays what Guru Nanak was not. It is an attempt to 
subjugate our Guru into a different religion and culture. Most importantly, such a photo depicts a collection of 
lies. 


The arugument in Para 4 that “The photo can still be a powerful tool for spreading the message of Sikhism” 
is an exaggeration that needs to be brought down. Remember — the photo of Guru Nanak by Sobha Singh — the 
one approved by SGPC and hanging in 90 percent of Sikh homes — is a photo of Sobha Singh himself. He sat before 
a mirror and painted himself. His photo of Guru Gobind Singh is that of a selected model (See the model in Satbir 
Singh Dhoti’s article and judge for yourself at www.sikhbulletin.com/Bulletins/SikhBulletin2023lssuel.pdf. (page 
25 of the issue). So such photos may be a “powerful tool for spreading the looks of Sobha Singh or his chosen 
models” but not “the message of Sikhism.” 

The argument in the paras about the photo of Jesus (paras 7 — 9) need comment. The writer says “/dolatry 
is the worship of a physical object or image. When Christians pray or meditate in front of an image of Jesus, they 
are not worshiping the image itself, but rather the person it represents.” My response then is this: Why can’t we 
make the same convenient excuse about the statues of Shiva, Ganesh, Vishnu, Brahma and the other 3.3 million 
devtas — that the people are not worshipping the “statue itself” but the “person it represents.” The principle of 
Sikhi is that we do not worship physical objects and images. We also do not worship any person that may or may 
not be represented by the image. 

In any case, those Sikhs who worship the photo of Guru Nanak or Guru Gobind Singh are either (i) 
worshipping the image or physical object or as the author of the post says (ii) they are “worshipping the person it 
represents” which is Sobha Singh the aritist and his model. 

The arugment in the final para that “U/timately, the decision of whether or not to use images of Jesus is a 
personal one. There is no right or wrong answer” needs comment. If we applied the same argument to Guru 
Nanak’s fake photos, we will have the following question: (i) So what is the use of Gurbani if decisions are 
ultimately personal? What is the use of the hundreds of Shabds in Gurbani that critique worship of images, objects 
and persons (dead or alive)? If “there is no right or wrong answer.” Don’t we Sikhs get our answers from Gurbani? 
Don’t we strive to make our decisions on the basis of the messages of Gurbani?

COMMENT 1: Your article about Ardas being lifted from the Ramayan (The Sikh Bulletin Vol 3/2023) does not 
sound logical. The Punjabi versions of the Ramayan that you have mentioned have been translated by the Udasis. 
Valmiki Ramayan and Ramachritramanas by Tulsi does not contain this Ardas. It has most likely been copied by 
Udasis from Sikhs and not the other way around. | don’t support Dasam Granth in any way, eg of Durgiana Mandir. 
But | won’t subscribe to illogical ideas. Guest 8095. 


REPLY: The udasis (and nirmlas) had their origins in Snatan and Vedic beliefs. Their agendas were to infiltrate 
Snatan and vedic beliefs into Sikhi - not the other way around. The 35 or so major granths that are erroneousity 
labelled “classical Sikh granths” or “classical sources” such as Suraj Parkash, Gurbilas, Janam Sakhis etc are all 
written by the udasis and nirmlas and all replete with infliltration of Snatan and Vedic beliefs into Sikhi. The first 
ever translation of the Sri Guru Granth Sahib in the form of the Freedkoti Teeka was undertaken by 12 memebrs 
of the same group of people who displayed the naked audacity to infulse Snatan and Vedic beliefs into Gurbani 
even.

REPLY: The assertion that the "lines entitled Ardas in Tulsi’s or Valmiki’s Ramayan are not in the original (Sanskrit) 
version" needs to be proven. These Punjabi translations of both Ramayans have been around for centuries, and 
there has been no recorded complaint of them being inaccurate or corrupted in any way. Of all the possible 
adulterations — what particular reason would they have to infuse the Sikh ardas (assuming it was written by Guru 
Gobind Singh) into the Ramayan? There are hundreds of shabds within Gurbani with the word “Ram” that could 
have been “inserted” into the Ramayan if indeed the objective of the Punjabi translators was to “adulterate” the 
Ramayan. 

The argument that “they are added by Punjabi Hindus who are influenced by the Sikh tradition” does not 
hold water. The verses in the Tulsi Ramayan are “Par Bhram Simar Kay Sri Vishnu Layee Dhiaa-ey. Sri Raam Krishen 
Avtaar Hari Shangkar Hoye Sha-ey. Maat Bhagwatee Simree-ay Nav Nidh Avai Ghar Dhayey.” Where exactly is 
the “Sikh Tradition” in these verses? 
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The verses in the Balmiki Ramayan are “Pritham Bhagwan Ko Simreay Vrah Jee Karey Sahaye. (Note: Vraah 
is Vishu). Yug Purash Nar Narayan Ko Dhiaye, Jis Dhiteyan Sabh Dukh Jaye. Much Kuch Ko Simreay Nar Sang Roop 
Basaye. Sri Bawan Har Ka Naam Ley, Ghar Avey Nao Nidh Dhaye. Sri Raam Chander Ko Simreay, Jo Pargat Kare 
Sahaye. Dasam Avtaar Sri Krishen Chandar Bhagwan Triloki Atamaye.” Again, where exactly is the “Sikh Tradition” 
in these verses. 

Now read the first paurri of Durga Ki Vaar (first paurri of our Ardas). And you will find the “Hindu Tradition” 
abundantly infused within the verses with 80% similarity in language, structure and phraseology. The only change 
is that the names of Vishnu, Shankar, Yug Purash, Much Kuch etc are changed to that of our nine Gurus. With the 
names excluded, the lifting, copying or plagiarism of the Sikh Ardas is total and complete (100 percent). In other 
words, apart from the names of the 9 Gurus, every other word is lifted from the Ramayan. This is the infusion of 
"Hindu Tradition" into Sikhi. Not the other way around.

For me, this explanation was incomplete because | know, based on 
Gurmat, Seva is not just a physical selfless act to help others, it is more than that. 

“Whenever in doubt, always make it a point to refer to Gurbani enshrined within Sri Guru Granth Sahib. 
As Sikhs, we MUST benchmark our answers with what our Gurus viewpoints are, not just listening to some random 
dude. Then, there will be no doubt left. “- ASG 

Guru Amardas Ji (3" Sikh Guru), says...

Meaning: One is considered to be doing Seva IF that Seva is in accordance and in acceptance of the teachings of 
the Guru (instructions contained within Sri Guru Granth Sahib -SGGS). When this condition is met ONLY then 
the Seva done is considered acceptable. This is the instructions (Updesh) given by the Guru and we are to listen 
and adhere to it attentively (So Suneya Sikhi Kaney). 

In the Shabad above, it is clear what our Gurus consider acceptable Seva. 


GOAL OF SEVA 
IF Seva done has to be followed by listening and adhering to the instructions of the Guru (as contained within 
SGGS), then the purpose of doing Seva would be to eliminate one’s ego, evil thoughts, bad intentions, unwanted 
behavior and bad character and eventually adopt Godly virtues. 

The “Updesh” instruction given by the Guru, which is to live a life free of vice, IF this were to be the focal 
point when carrying out the Seva, | doubt one would do much talking or gossiping while carrying out the seva. 

Neither the Creator nor any of our Gurus need to be made happy by our Seva. Neither is there a ‘reward 
system’ of doing selfless service too regardless of what the Giani has preached as the reward concept — do this 
and you'll get that, do that and you’ll get this — is not a Gurmat concept. Period! 

Some religions may preach such concepts, such as doing Seva will ensure one’s place in heaven or doing 
Seva can help one become more successful in business etc. These are ideas conjured by the pujaris (Hindu priests) 
back even (and probably even today) to instill fear and a false sense of loyalty and devotion. These are snatan 
(Brahmanical) ideology NOT inIne with Sikhi Gurmat concept. 
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DOING SEVA WON'T MAKE MY GURU HAPPY? 


What we need to understand is that the Seva we do is not for making God or Guru happy. Neither it is done to ask 
for favors or any rewards. It is supposed to be a sign of our love. Our feeling of thankfulness, gratitude and 
gratefulness towards our Guru for giving us the chance to be considered worthy of the advice or instructions 
(updesh). There is NO point in doing Seva if one is not willing to listen to the instructions of the Guru or make any 
effort in changing one’s mind or attitude. 


SEVA EVERYWHERE, AT ALL TIMES 


If this is the essence of what Seva is, then there is more to Seva. Seva cannot be just considered being done in 
a Gurdwara. Guru Arjan Dev Ji (Sth Sikh Guru) says...

Meaning: Living a virtuous life according to the teachings of the Guru (Gur Ki Seva) is to be done at all times - 
day and night (Karoh Din Raat). The outcome of such Seva is one will attain bliss, contentment and mind’s peace 
(fruits of Seva). 

Take for example, Guru Angad Dev ji (Bhai Lehna), before He became Guru, he did a lot of Seva. He did 
not just do the Seva, he also listened to Guru Nanak’s instructions attentively AND applied the teachings in His 
own life. 

Our Gurus mastered the art of transforming the mind, eliminating ego within and they never had any 
desires to receive any kind of reward in return. This is also called ‘Nishkaam Seva’. Service without any desire or 
wants. It’s a state of mind. Are we doing Seva in this state of mind? 

On the other hand, when we see Guru Nanak’s disowned son - Sri Chand, refusing to listen to Guru Nanak’s 
instructions, teachings and advise, hence he lost the chance of becoming a Sikh or even to be appointed the next 
Guru of the Sikhs, which he yearned so badly. In another place, Guru Ramdas Ji (4"° Sikh Guru) says...

Koi Put Sikh Seva Karey Satguru Ki Tis Karaj Sabh Svarey | | (SGGS Mehla 4, 307) 


Meaning: If a Sikh who does Seva for the Guru (by listening to the teachings and applying in one’s life), then all 
his affairs are fulfilled. 

“Koi Put Sikh” here simply means a Sikh who lives his life in accordance to the teachings of the Guru is 
considered by the Guru as his own child. Such a Sikh is indeed rare, because one has to constantly be aware of the 
Guru’s instructions and work on his/her mind, eliminating vices and adopting Godly virtues. 

Guru says “Tis Karaj Sabh Svarey” meaning, the affairs of such a Sikh is fulfilled. 

NOTE: The translation of this verse as done by Sant Singh Khalsa MD therefore is misleading as it does not 
paint a clear picture and is merely a word level translation in English. He translates it as [f any son or Sikh serves 
the True Guru, then all of his affairs will be resolved. 

Firstly, Guru is not referring to two different people here (son or Sikh). The translator has failed to 
understand the meaning of “Koi Put Sikh” and “Karaj Swarey” as part of a bigger context of the Shabad. Just 
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reading that one line (without seeing the whole Gurmat perspective) one may wrongly conclude Guru is saying, 
“Serve me and | shall resolve all your affairs”. What is considered as "Serve me"? How does one serve Guru? 


MEANING OF 'SERVE THE GURU' 
When our Gurus were in the physical human form, Sikhs made attempts to “serve” the Guru by way of preparing 
meals for Him, washing His clothes, fanning Him and the sangat during congregations, etc. 

But today, our Guru is in the form of a compilation of Shabads, in the form of a scripture (SGGS) bonded 
in a book form. How can we possibly serve the Guru in the same way as we did when He was in the human form? 

Logically speaking, how can Guru Granth Sahib Ji eat meals that we prepare or even take baths and wear 
clothes that we’ve washed and ironed? Yet, some Sikhs will argue, saying that this is exactly what we are supposed 
to do. Why? Because that’s how it’s been done for ages. 

I’ve personally seen some gurdwaras, preparing langar and then setting aside a plate of all the dishes and 
leaving it under the Palki (altar where SGGS is present), perhaps hoping that Guru Granth Sahib would eat the 
meal? 

Many Sikhs today are deluded and go about spending extravagantly on expensive Rumaleys (cloth 
coverings) to be placed upon Guru Granth Sahib or even preparing expensive /angars, and paying for Akhand 
Paths, perhaps thinking that this is what Guru meant when he said Koi Put Sikh Seva Karey Satguru Ki? 

So, what is Satguru Ki Seva then? Let’s seek the answer from within Guru Granth Sahib. Guru Nanak Dev 


Ji in Raag Gauri says... 
wd athe wae Stag I

Gur Ki Seva Shabad Vichaar | |

Meaning: Seva for the Guru equates to contemplating and reflecting upon the Shabad (Shabad Vichaar). By 
eradicating ego (Haumai Marey) one is able to live a virtuous life (Karni Saar). 
In another stanza Guru Amardas Ji says...

Gurmukh Bhagat Antar Preet Pyar| | 
Gur Ka Shabad Sehaj Vichaar| | (SGGS Mehla 3, 364) 


Meaning: A Sikh who considers himself as a devotee is considered to have utmost love and devotion WHEN he 
contemplates upon the Shabad and reaches the state of Sehaj (contentment, egoless, virtuous living). 
Ego and Pride 

It takes great effort for one to eliminate ego. 

It's quite common to see when one does Seva without truly understanding this Gurmat concept, that 
they walk and talk in ego. This can include gurdwara sewadars, management committee, members of the 
sangat, people who are into humanitarian aids, etc. Many, I'm not saying all, don't even realize that they've 
become victims of ego. 

Some mistake it as pride, but there is a difference between ego and pride. One who is proud, accepts 
that his achievements are not all his own doing. 

But one with ego brags about his achievements and dislikes giving credit to others who may have helped 
him/her achieve. They like telling everyone how ‘I’ did it, what ‘I' did and how ‘I’ achieved it all on ’My’ own. 
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Truth is, no one achieves anything on their own. We all rely upon one another. 

Seeds rely upon the soil, sunshine, and water to transform into plants. Animals and humans rely upon 
oxygen, food, water, and shelter. Students rely upon their teachers for a wholesome education. Sikhs rely upon 
Guru Granth Sahib's teachings to learn and live a spiritual life. We all rely upon one another, so why the ego? 


SEVA FOR THE CREATION 
When one has elevated one’s consciousness with the help of Sacha Gyan — Shabad Guru, one will not see others 
indifferently. 
Then there is Seva towards animals, Seva towards nature, Seva towards other human beings, etc. All this 
is considered Seva too and can only be done without ego and any discrimination of social status, cast or creed. 
This is the kind of Seva our Gurus are talking about in Gurbani. They've lived by it and taught Sikhs to do 
the same. Can you imagine Guru Nanak being present physically in our /angar halls today? | would imagine 
there would be 'pin-drop' silence. 


CONCLUSION 
Carry on doing the Seva as you’ve always enjoyed doing but from here on, think of what our Gurus have said 
about "Gur Ki Seva Shabad Vichaar". 

The highest form of Seva according to Guru is still contemplation and applying the teachings of Guru 
Granth Sahib in one’s life. We need to transform our behavior, character, and our minds to eliminate ego and 
adopt virtues for a better spiritual living. 

Don’t go bargaining with the Guru. It makes no difference to Guru if you were to do Seva or not. Seva 
done with the 'right' mindset and attitude matters. Yes, that also means we're not supposed to talk or gossip 
during Seva. 

When it comes to eliminating ego, here's what Guru Angad Dev Ji (2nd Sikh Guru) says.

Guru Sahib says, listen! my beloved ones, 
this is the way, this is the method, to attain a life free of pain, misery, and sorrow.

Adorned in Holy Garb: Saints, Plunderers or 
Tthugs of Banaras?

Refurbishment of unbiased mental strength is the central theme of the Shabd Guru 
as enshrined in the Sri Guru Granth Sahib (SGGS). This was scripted by the revered 
authors themselves during their lifetimes. Invariably, written in first person are the personal experience of the 
authors. It is free from the bondage of any dated dictionary. Explanations of all the terms used in it are either self- 
explanatory or lie within one or more set of alternative explanations available within the body of SGGS. Besides, 
the thematic unity of a Shabd revolves either around the theme “pause and reflect” part, called “Rahao”, or in the 
final line of the unit or pauree, or subunits of a Shabd. 

The limited objective of this piece is to highlight how mental sickness spreads its tentacles by using: (a) 
the tool of word of mouth and (b) the tool of demonstration effect for its solidification. Towards this end, one 
Shabd of Bhagat Kabir enshrined on page 476 of SGGS is elaborated in Section 1 and one Shabd of Guru Nanak on 
page 85 of SGGS is elaborated in Section 2. Implications of these two sections are provided in Section 3. 


SECTION 1: PERCEPTION OF HOLY SAINTS OF BANARAS BY BHAGAT KABIR 
This section is organized in 4 subsections. First subsection explains the essence of the Shabd, its Rahao part, 


namely

Apart from the Rahao, the Shabd has 4 subunits. The primary focus of the first two units is on the display 
of physical aspects of life of a holy Saint. These are handled as one section, sub-section 1.2. While subsection 1.3 
picturizes the psyche of a hardened criminal, the other subsection 1.4 picturizes the psyche of a common man — 
a devotee of the Creator within. 


1.1 Reflections on the Rahao Vers of the Shabd. 
Bhagat Kabir says that | do not approve of a person {n mo ko(u) bhaavehi} who deceives others to satisfy his 
negative emotional passions by wearing the holly garb of a Saint {aaisae sant}. 

When a passionate thought of mine remains unfulfilled, its agitational in my mind remains as high as the 
irritation that is caused by an iota of a poisoning substance in the eyes and skin of my body. | thus prefer to refer 
to an agitated state of mind as a “poisoned” or “sick” mind. A poisoned mind attacks and harms its host body just 
as termites do it to its host body wood — a perceived link between the two parts of the Rahao in the above cited 
Shabd. My poisoned mind uses its messaging power to corrupt my thoughts that regulate my body actions just as 
termites disrupt the nutrient supply routes to the foliage or leaves of its host tree. Both erode the strength and 
power of their host bodies. 

My normal mind is initially neutral like that of my Creator within. It learns the art of patience from the 
responses it receives from others for my actions. In the process, | learn to mature my normal thoughts and gain 
wisdom. In contrast, when | allow my mind to be poisoned against another person by listening to ill-will stories of 
his actions without asking for supportive evidence thereof, | inject biasedness into my thoughts against him and 
all his possessions. Consequently, any observable enhancement in his status, or in his possessions, produce 
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reaction in me in the form of angry thoughts. When | go on suppressing my anger over a long duration, it becomes 
a disease that affects those around me, not ulike a volcano, which when bursts destroy all involved parties. 

Alternatively viewed, a poisoned mind works like termites. Termites, start the destruction process from 
the root zone of its host tree {paeddaa}. Likewise, the focus of a negative passion gripped, or a poisoned mind, 
makes all other acts of the body subservient to the fulfillment of the desired passion. In the process, it disregards 
its post-action harmful outcomes. Besides, such a person’s mind poisons the minds of his friends, family members 
and those who come in his direct contact. To win over their trust, he makes ample use of his deceptive appearance 
and emotionally charged alluring stories. It is this trust that enables him to sow the seed of sufferings in their lives. 
His solo objective being harnessing the pleasures of life irrespective of their social costs. 

It is, indeed, a replay by the mankind on itself of the observed destructive influence of termites on the 
body of a termite ridden tree and the trees in its neighborhood. In India, more than one-third of the trees are 
under attack from termites. For instance, 37% of the trees at Punjab University, Chandigarh? and 39% of trees in 
Gurgaon.’ 

Probably, this was the mature mental setting of Bhagat Kabir when he deployed the analogy of termite 
attack ona tree in the supportive part of the Shabd for narration of consequences of a poisoned mind on mankind. 
Kabir presents a microscopic picture of a tree under attack from termites. In fact, the impact of termite’s attack 
first becomes discernible from the drying up of the foliage of its host tree {gattakaavehi}, then its branches, then 
the tree trunk and, ultimately the entirety of its root zone becomes a part and parcel of the particles of soil 
{ddaalaa sio(u) paeddaa, Kabir, 476}. 

As you might have observed by now, the Rahao of the Shabd has three noteworthy layers: One, a mental 
perception of the observed reality of a person reffered to as a Saint. Two, a mental perception and description of 
another observed reality, a dying tree. Three, a mental permutation combination aimed at relating the two realties 
to draw its social relevance implications. 

Just as foliage is the life line of a tree, it is the progeny of human beings that ensures the healthy survival 
of mankind. Mankind’s history is replete with examples as to how dictators and rulers ensured their perpetuation 
by focusing and manipulating the minds of youth from their nascent societal exposure days of childhood. 

Apart from Rahao unit, the Shabd has 4 subunits. The primary focus of the first two units is on the display 
of physical aspects of life of a holy Saint. These are handled as one section, sub-section 1.2. While subsection 1.3 
picturizes the psyche of a hardened criminal, the subsection 1.4 picturizes the psyche of a common man —- a 
devotee of the Creator within. 


1.2 Physical display aspects of a Holy Person portrayed as a Saint 
What are the prime constituents of the external appearance of a person? Obviously, what constitutes his dress 
code and how he displays the handling of his cleanliness at the cooking place called kitchen. These are respectively 
displayed by two-third part of the first and second subunits of the Shabd. 

To be more specific, four essential features of the dress code of Saints from Banaras, a historic pilgrimage 
center of Hindus, are described by Bhagat Kabir as follows. 
1. They wear a pious long loin, cotton or silk, cloth which is draped around the waist and legs {dhotheeaa} whose 
length ought to be three and half yards {gaj saadtae thai thai};

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2. They wear a sacred cotton thread {tugg}? which is handmade by twisting triple strings {thiharae}. It is wornina 
distinctive style {paaein(i)} from the left shoulder to cross the body onto right side of the torso; 

3. They wear rosaries {japamaaleeaa} around their necks {galee jinhaa}; and 

4. They carry glittering {nibag} jugs {lottae} in their hands {hathh(i)}.

Besides, three cleanliness codes for kitchen activities prescribed for these Saints are mentioned as follows. 

1. They are required to rub and wash {maanj(i)} pots and pans {baasan} before putting them on {oupaar(i) 
charaavehi} the fire pits {choolehae}; 

2. They are required to wash {dhhoe(i)} the firewood {kaatthee} before putting it in the firepits for igniting its 
inherent fire into flames {jalaavehi}; and 

3. They are required to dig up {khodhi karehi} two fire pits in the earth {dhue(i) choolehae} at an open space 
{basudhhaa}.

Interestingly, in their zeal to display how clean they keep themselves; they sprinkle water on the wood knowing 
well a moist wood will first dry and only thereafter catch fire. In other words, they cleverly replace the wet wood 
with a dry wood. 

Their modus operandi are simple. Whenever any pilgrim visits the temple, they start probing about his 
name, place of residence and names of his family members. To gain his confidence, similar names from a mythical 
historical record are shared with him as his real ancestor’s linage. Once his confidence is won over, they start 
playing with his psyche. They tell stories of earlier pilgrims who have a better life after they had done havan? for 
the benefit of their deceased ancestors. Then they suggest havan be undertaken for his ancestors. Once, the 
pilgrim agrees, they ask him to buy material for the performance of havan or pay the money and they will do it 
for him. This act ensures future clientage of his family members with whom he shares his experiences, generation 
after generation. Once, he revisits them, the greed multiplies and so does forms of exploitation change like the 
one practiced by a hardened criminal. 

With such a hindsight in mind, Bhagat Kabir perceives the extent of exploitation of masses through acts 
of plundering {tthagee} to be as extreme as those of maneaters (maannas khaavehi}. They {saarae} are, indeed, 
Plunderers of Banaras {baanaaras(i) kae tthug, Kabir:476}. And continues to say, it will be diversity of facts to

Rather, address them 
as maneater-cum-plunderers of Banaras is the essence of the last line each of subunit 1 and sub unit 2. 


1.3 Working of a Criminal Mind 
Having made strong observations about the behavior of so-called saints of Banaras, Kabir puts himself in their 


position and tends to visualize as an established criminal {aparaadhee} working of his own mind in the 3rd subunit 
of the Shabd.

As a mentally sick {oue(i) paapee} established criminal {aparaadhhee}, | will always be on the outlook for 
a prey {sadhaa firehi}. Though | claim to be {mukhahu kehaavehi} above worldly attractions {aparas}, | will be 
willing to deploy all available tools of self-conceit {abhimaanee} to catch my prey to satisfy my worldly desires of 
taste and beauty by snatching their wealth and power. With my tribe of disciples and those who contact us {sagal 
kutanb}, | will remain forever {sadhaa sadhaa} wandering around {firehi} waiting for the day of our inevitable ruin 
{ddubaavehi, Kabir:476}. Kabir depicts, thus, the mental makeup of a person who becomes a hardened criminal, 
whether or not he is in the garb of a Holy Saint. [3] 


1.4 Mental makeup of a God-oriented Common Man 
In the final 4th subunit of the Shabd, Kabir detaches himself from his criminal garb and start thinking like a 
common man while conversing with his Creator within.

Below is a picturesque presentation by Guru Nanak on page 85 of SGGS of the working of a nascent mind, like that 
of a child, who has exhausted all his ideas for his best outer presentation at the coaxing of others but remains 
dissatisfied from its outcome. On reflecting where he has gone wrong he then reflects over the probable remedial 
measures. A realization dawns that he ought to be choosy in deciding whose company he should seek and whom 
he should avoid to have a peaceful worldly life. 

Alternatively postulated, in the 2nd Shabd on page 85 of SGGS, Guru Nanak ji presents his mental 
experiences as a seeker of the Creator within.

3. CONCLUDING OBSERVATIONS 

Three implication that flow from preceding interpretation of Gurbani are as follows. 

1. External appearances are deceptive. These should not be taken at face value. People in the garb of holy Saints 
could be hardened criminal and plunderers like termites. Avoid them. In fact, Bhagat Kabir prefers to address them 
as maneaters {maannas khaavehi}-cum-plunderers of Banaras. Such is derived from the verse: Sf aig a HSS 
mmdbafd Sata of ST 1NAI Oue(i) har(i) kae santh n aakheeahi baanaaras(i) kae tthag from within the Shabd 
by Bhagat Kabir on page 476 of SGGS as discussed above. 

2. When | fail to attain what | had aimed for; | must do self-reflection on whether those persons | am imitating 
deserve to be in my life. If not, | must explore possibilities of finding alternative like-minded people in my life — if 
necessary even by changing the work place or residence. Such is derived from the verse: TSP aA Satbat niratt 
adhd Hod AA abut ugg faedmitd || Galanee asee changeeaa aachaaree bureeaah. Manahu 
kusudhhaa kaaleeaa baahar{(i) chittaveeaah, within the Shabd by Guru Nanak on page 85 of SGGS as discussed 
above. 

3. Like any scientific analysis, the study of Gurbani demands an unbiased interpretation. Being victims of our own 
thoughts and beliefs based on dated dictionaries, we will, otherwise, fail to comprehend its real import. 
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Nanak seeks the company of the lowest of the low class, the very lowest of the low. - Guru Nanak ji

The preffered font for English 
characters is Calibri font size 11. Gurbani and Gurmukhi characters must be in Unicode 
(Nirmla Ul). 


The maximum length for each article in a regular issue is 5,000 words. 


Note on Use of Gurbani Verses and Translations by Authors 


When quoting Gurbani in their articles, authors are required to provide the Gurmukhi version 
of the full verse and a romanised version. Mention musts be made of the page where it is to 
be found in the AGGS. In line with the aspirations of The Sikh Bulletin, authors must provide 
translations of Gurbani verses that break from the mould of vedantic, yogic and literal slants 
prevalent in orthrodox translations. Articles relying solely on Gurbani translations as 
provided by Sant Singh Khalsa MD’s English Translation will NOT be published.
